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PREFACE. 


In issuing the present catalogue, I have to gratefully acknow¬ 
ledge the assistance which I received, in writing the Intro¬ 
duction, from Mr. Lewis Rice’s “Mysore Gazetteer” and 
Colonel H, P. Hawkes’ "Coins of Mysore,” of which the 
latter, published in 1356, is now very scarce. From both 
these sources I have, in many cases, copied extracts verbatim. 

To Captain R, H. Campbell Tufa ell, I am indebted for 
tlnv^pains and trouble which he took in correcting and 
revising the proof sheets, and for comparing the inscriptions 
in the text with those on the coins. 

The frontispiece represents in the centre the obverse of 
the modal struck in commemoration of the taking of Seringa- 
pat am in 1799, and above and below, the silver medals struck 
**for services in Mysore” in 1791-2.

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The present province of Mysore long formed part of the empire of 
Tf ij&ya.nagftr J and the origin of the Mysore Raj as is traced * 1 to the 
heroea of a chivalrous exploit. Vi jay a and Krishna, two young 
Kshatriyaa of Yddava descent, who, according to tradition, had left 
Dv&raka in Gujarat with the view of establishing themselves In the 
south, on arriving at Hodi-ndd or Hadu-uad, a few miles south-east 
of the present city of Mysore learned that the chief of the place 
had wandered away in a state of mental derangement, and that the 
neighbouring chief of EAmgahalli* who was of inferior caste, taking 
advantage of the defenceless condition of the family, had demanded the 
only daughter of the house in marriage. To this a consent had been 
given -under compulsion, and arrangements unwillingly made for the 
ceremony. The two brothers espoused the cause of the di si rested 
maiden* and, haviug secreted themselves with eome followers, fell upon 
Che chief and his retinue while seated at n baoqnet, and slew thorn- 
Marching at once on K&mgahaliij they surprised it and returned iu 
triumph to Iladanad. The girl became the willing bride of Vi java* 
who took the title of Odeyar or Wodoyar 3 (“lord and assumed thq 
government of—Hadanshl and KArugahnlli, adopting at the same time 
the religion of the J&ugnnms or Liugavantas.

Belinda Chima Raja divided hla dominions during hm lifetime 
among hia three sons. To Appaaa Timma Raja he gave Hemanhnlli* 
to Krishna Raja he gave Kembala* and to Chama Raja, snmamed Bdl 
or Bald* ho gave Mysore, then called PumgcTC. A fort was cither built

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or restored in the year 1524, to which the name of Mahish-fim 1 
(buffalo town) was probably given, though Rice says (op. cit., p, 241) 
that l( reasons have been given for supposing that it may have been 
known by that designation before the Christian era* * The vulgar name 
of the place when Chirna Raja received it as his portion was Puragere, 
eonjstored to be the same as PMkere, wherein the Kongo king Avinita 
acquired the recognition of royal rights in the filth century. It is 
undoubted that for the last three centuries the name Mysore (Mahishur) 
has been the common name of the fort and town erected or repaired by 
Hire CMma Ruja, 1F 

Bettada Cham a Raja was succeeded hy his sou Appana Timrna 
Rajn, who ruled from 1552-1570, and, no male heir surviving to him 
or Ins brother Krishna Iluja, the succession was continued in the junior 
or Mysore branch represented by Hire CMma Raja Bdl, who was 
succeeded in 1576 by Bettada Wodeyar. The latter only reigned for a 
very short time, and in the .following year his brother Raja Wodeyar 
came to the throne, and, casting off even the semblance of subjection to 
Vijdyungar p acquired the city of Seringnpatam and its dependencies 
from his former master, Voncataputty Ray eel, who resided writh scarcely 
a shadow' of authority at Chendragerry* 

About this time also the numerous chieftains in the south of India, 
who had hitherto yielded a nominal obedience to Vljayanagur, profiting 
by the dismemberment of the empire consequent on the battle of Tali- 
kota in 1565, begun to assume the name and importance of Polygons,* 
the chief among w hom were the Polygais of Chittledroog, Raidroog, 
Hniponhnlly* &c- 

Raja Wodeyar was followed successively by CMma Raja, and 
Immadi Raja who was shortly after his accession poisoned by the 
d&l&vdyi* and Kanthirava Narasa Raja placed on the throne. The 
year after his accession Knntliimva successfully defended Seringapatatn 
against the Bijapur forces under Ran-dulha Khau p and subsequently 
earned his conquests over a wide area. He improved and enlarged the 
fortifications of Seringap&tam, and was the first Raja of Mysore who 
established a mint, in which was struck the t( Agala ” or broad EnntH- 
riya hana (Krateroy fanam), a gold coin, which was, together with the 
11 Gridd ** or thick Kanthir&ya bana (a re-coinage by Dewan Purnuiya)* 
for a long time the established currency of Mysore. 

The Kanteroy fanani bears on the obverse a representation of the 
Naroslnga avatir, and on the revere® the symbols of the sun and

mmix (?) bounded by cross lines [PL 1.1-2], It appears* * to be assumed by 
Wilts 0 tliat a " Canfcyrai boon" {Canteroy pagoda) was also struck by 
KanthLravo, but Hawkes states 7 that *' the Canteroy pngrjda is onl y a 
nominal coin equivalent to ten fanams or Rs. 2~I4~JS. There is, however, 
a coin of this name current in the Ceded dietricrlo T and valued at about 
three rupees. 1 ' Further, Rice says, 1 ** even after the coins struck by him 
(Kanthimva) had become obsolete* the accounts continued to he kept 
in Kauthiraya varaha and hnna—the Canteroy pagodas and fanama of 
the English treaties with Mysore and of the official accounts down to 
the time of the British assumption. Kant hi Bay a coined fuiuims only 
{Kmrfhirdya ha mi), but ton of these were token to be equal to o varaha 
or pagoda, w hich had* however, no actual existence, but was a nominal 
coin used ill accounts only. The Mysore Iiajns did not coin varaha or 
pagodas. These wore coined by the Ikkeri rulers of Bednur." 

EaniMrava died without issue, and was followed successively by 
Kenipn * Dova Raja, Chikka Deva Raja, Kanthimva Raja Mhk-arasu 10 
and Dodda Krishna Raja, on whose death in 1731 the direct descent 
ended- Chaiua Raja, u member of the Hemanhnlli family, was next 
elected, but being deposed by the dalav&yi Deva Raja and the minister 
Ktinja Raja, w j as succeeded by Chikka or Xmrrmdi Krishna Raja* and 
Chimm. Raja who died childless in 1775 . Another Chanm Raj a, son 
of Devarnj Arasu of Arkotar, was then elected at random by Haidar 
All Khan, who had usurped the government and was really the ruler, 

Haidar died at the ago of eighty in camp at Outturn after a virtual 
reign of nearly thirty years, and was succeeded by his son Tippoo Sultan, 
who, after a reign of sixteen years* was found among the slain at the 
storming of Seringapatam on the 4th of May 179y. 

Tbo coins struck by Haidar were characterised hy their general 
rudeness, and by the retention of the Hindu figures on the coins of the 
conquered states ; whilst, on the other hand, Tippoo’s coinage is remark¬ 
able both for the greater luiuIkt and variety of his gold, silver* and 
copper pieces, and for the superior neatness of th© inscriptions, Haidar's 
well-known laxity in religious matters rendered him careless on this 
point, and ive accordingly sec hhn s on reducing the neighbouring states 
to subjection* retaining the current coins of the district with their 
re presentations of heathen, gods and goddesses, merely substituting bis

ns nmoh with a view of conciliating his newly-conquered subjects 
with that of saving time and expense. An i Rest ration of tins is seen 
m the gold corn called the Ba&ddnn or Uteri jMgoda t the original of 
which was struck at Bediiur by the Polygnrs of Ikkvri T and ho to on the 
obverse the figures of Siva, and Piirvnti (Uttw mid i), and on 

the reverse the word Sri, an appellation of Lakshmi, the Hindu goddess 
of prosperity, in N4gori. tin the conquest of lkkeri in 1 763^ Haidar 
established a mint at Bodnur, and, erasing the word Sri on the current 
coins, substituted his own initial on a granulated surface, still retaining 
the original ubvpr&e. This constitutes the old BaMdun or UtM 
/i tty/Mia 11 (PL 1,3-5), and was the first coin struck by Haidar in his own 
name* In process of time* the dies wearing out, new dies were maim- 
fact tired of precisely the tame device* but with an inferior degree of drill- 
Coins struck with these dies are nailed the netr Bahddun or Ikktri fHigotfaa, 
The late Raja of Mysore, on his restoration to the throne, effaced * 
Haidar’s initial, and substituted for it bis own name (vidv Krishna lldj 
Pagoda, pp. 14 and 24) (PL I, 19). 

The BnMduri nr Btkfrifamm (PL I, 7) is of precisely ihe same 
design as the neir Ikkfri pagoda 

llaidar conquered Calicut in A,D. 1773, but it was again reduced 
by General Meadows with the Bombay army after the defeat of the 
Mysore army under Sirdar Khan in 178^* The small gold coin known 
as the Calient fanam 15 (PL I, 16, 17) bears on the obverse Haidar’s 
initial surrounded by a line and row of dots* and on the reverse the word 
(Kaliiut) surmounted by the date. 

The corns of Tippoo are much more numerous than those of Haidar, 
whose initial he retained on his gold and silver coins struck a long time 
subsequent to his father's death. 11 This/ 1 says Mursden, 13 ** is by suuic 
attributed to a sentiment of filial duty and respect, but we may rather 
conclude that he adopted the term (signifying in Arabic a lion, and by 
misapplieatinn a tiger) as an emblematical designation equivalent to n 
family name. There appears also an obvious allusion to the attribute 
of Haidar, or Asad Allah then of God) bestowed upon the Khalif AH* 
from whom the Sultan affected to trace his maternal descent, and whom 
he considered os his patron and model."

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With respect to Tippoo's peculiar method of dating his coins, Marsdea 
“ It will be found to have varied at different periods of his 
reign. From the year after his accession in the year 119*7 of the 
Hvjrah until 1200 ioelueive* lie appears to have employed the usual 
Muhammadan era; but oil Ills coinage of the following yenr, instead of 
1201j ive observe the date 1215, being a difference of fourteen j'earm 
To discover the principle of this new reckoning seemed difBunlt H until 
it was observed that on some copper coins of the year 1221 the date 
is accompanied by the word signifying from " the birth/* and 

upon one of 1222 by the still mere express words from 

“ the birth of Muhammad/ 1 winch do not leave a doubt of the em being 
intended to date from the time of that event as recorded [although not 
without contradiction) by historians. 11 

One of the first gold pieces struck by Tippoo was the Abmtdi or 
Sulidtti [/old Hiohitr (PL X # 8), T/tc Siddki or ha If tfiohuv hi about hatf 
• its value, Tippoo is also said to have coined double mohnr* called 
J Bmaum*. 

Under the general name of Sulldvi pat/otta# ore included a number 
of gold coins struck by Tippoo, bearing a general resemblance, but 
differing slightly ad regards the mint towns. Thus the pagodas in tho 
Madras Museum collection which were struck in 1198, 1199 and 13U0 
bear on the obverse Haidars initial with the word ^ (Nuggar) 15 and 
the year of the reign (PL I p II, 10)* In 1216 two types of pagodas 
were issued, one bearing on the obverse Haidar's initial with tho word 
(Rhunatr) and the year of tho reign (PL I, II) and the other tho 
same with the substitution of the words (Fdrukhi Nuggwr) for 

(PL I, 12 ). 

The pagodas of the year 1221 bear on the obverse Haidar's initial 
with the words o 5 ^ (Fdt'ukhi Pultun) lfl and the year of the reign 
(PL I, 13)* The two latter types of coin are known aa the Fdrukhi or 
UtrekM pagoda*. 

Tippoo** Sulfdnl fmiam* are of two kinds, the anil or first, and 
duyam 17 or second f the words oral and dut/am pointing to the difference 
in their sizes. The latter is sometimes called the Gddd /amm+ They 
bear on the obverse Haidar's initial and on the reverse the inscription*

The Nuggar Stilus jmam was minted by Tippem a t Bedmurand bears 
on the obverse Haidar’s initial and on the reverse the inscription /s ^ 
(struck at Nuggar) with the dale (PI, I. io). 

The BkoUr fantm (PI. I, IS) bears Haidar’s initial on the obverse, 
and the word oV (^" Ai)with the date on the reverse. It is said to 
have derived its name from the fanciful resemblance of Haidar’s initial 
to the hook used in gathering fruit. But the same would apply 
equally to numerous other coins bearing a similar mark. 

The Sycti Safee fanum beans Haidar’s initial on the obverse and the 
inscription Al jJU. '-*y* {druek at Kh&laiMbdtt) with tbo date on tbe 
reverse. The name lvMlakMtrid was given by Tippoo to tho town yf 
Ghatulagil near Serin gnpataiu.

(^oppor coins struck prior to the Muhammadan usurpation seem to 
have generally tome an elephant on tho obverse, with cnissed lines Ob 
the reverse (PL IV, 20). To this was subsequently added the symbol 
of the moon placed ubovo the elephant, and later still that of tko sun 
was also inserted (PL IV, 21, 22), 

Haidar probably made simple re coinages of those, bat Tippoo'e 
currency was much more extensive and consisted of ' 


I. A half paiaah, bearing the figure of a lion or tiger on one side, and 
a battle-axe on the other, Mnrsden says a that this coin seems to have 
been the pattern piece of a coin that did not afterwards become a part 
of the currency. The specimen (FI. X, 8) in the Madras Museum collec¬ 
tion, which was obtained at Bangalore, differs in some trilling points 
from those figured by Hamden “ and Moor. 21

The tingh % ha(f and quarter Paimhs of 1224 bear the numeral ' over tho 
elephant on the obverse in lieu of the date^ those of 1225 and some of 
1222 the numeral ^ and those of 122$ the numeral ^ (fc}* 

The object of these numerals Ls not apparent, but it is suggested by 
Marsdcn ^ that, they may have reference to the system of depreciation 
which the coinage in .some parts of India is liable to after the lapse of 
the current year. 

The fact is mentioned by Buchanan " a that the value of his different 
coins Weis frequently changed by Tippoo in a very arbitrary manner. 
When he was about to pay his troops, the nominal value of each win 
was raised veiy high, and kept at that standard for about ten days * 
during which time the soldiers were allowed to pay oil their debt? at 
the high valuation. After this the standard was reduced to the proper 
value- 

Two coin?, which arc not in tho Madras Museum collection, are 
mentioned by Marten 27 viz., a minute coin intended for a krtff Akhter 
or eighth part of a peisah, bearing on. the obverse an elephant with tho 
letter ^ and on tho reverse tho denomination of the money, being a 
■word that may be read (katfb), but is by no means distinct; anil 
another coin of octagonal form, having on one side the weird (nawib) 
with some additional characters not legible, and on the other 
(Trichinopoly ?) ns the name of the place, with tho date 1207* 

As bearing indirectly on the subject of Tippoo J s coinage^ the fact is 
worthy of mention that Tippoo imitated tho mark of the East India 
Company on its edna, and placed it on Ins muskets and cannon, substi¬ 
tuting tho letters of Mb father's name j or for the usual Y,E.LC + 
(VI X, II). 

On tho death of Tippoo in 1709, the British Government restored tho 
Hindu Haj and placed on the throne Krishna Baja Wodeynr, son of tho 
last Cham a Baja, during w r b050 minority Furnaiyn acted as regent. 

The BahAdurt pagoda wets changed by Krishna BAjn, the figures of 
Siva and Ffcrvsti being retained, but the Nagari inscription 14 Sri KrUfma 
Edja ** substituted for Haidar's initial (PL X t ID)*

It is proper to observe that although the Lite Government of Mysore 
was Mahometan, the praulfitHiii of the country i* Hindu, and that amongst 
this ancient agricultunil rare, a solar r. r limi-solar couiputariw of time 
hud prevailed from the earliest ngv*.

In the names of the eleventh and twelfth mouths, it will he noticed that 
in the old series the letter 1 denoting L n and the letter ^ denoting m 2 m are 
followed (according to the usual order of Arabic fnmi right to Left) by the 
letter ^ denoting 10; hut that ia the now, the decimal precede* the units 
\ and To explain eke principle of this inversion it must be considered 
that the Arabians, who in all their early in^eriptiony expressed amuhers iu 
words, at length, borrowed in later times the arithmetical notation of tho 
Indians, by whom the figures are placed (as with us, who borrowed them 
at second hand from the Arabians) m the order of from left to right; and, 
consequently, that the arrangement of numeral figures in Arabic and Persian, 
maniisoripts is nt van ante with the motlo of writing- To the Bultan this 
incongruity was offensive, and he determine il upon correcting if throughout 
Ills dominions, by causing tho numerals in Fill public documents, and especi¬ 
ally on hh com age, to proceed* in conformity' with the words, from right to 
left. There aro occasional instances, however, of the engravers forgetting 
his master's commands and relapsing into the ancient practice.®'
